ANOTHER TRY 


BP BEGINS PUMPING MUD INTO OIL WELL IN LATEST ATTEMPT TO PLUG GUSHER

COVINGTON, La. BP started pumping heavy mud 
into the leaking Gulf of Mexico well Wednesday and 
said everything was going as planned in the compa- 
ny’s boldest attempt yet to plug the gusher that has 
spewed millions of gallons of oil during the past five 
weeks. 

BP hoped the mud could overpower the steady 
stream of oil, but chief executive Tony Hayward said 
it would be at least 24 hours before officials know 
whether the attempt has been successful. The com- 
pany eventually wants to inject cement into the well. 

“Pm sure many of you have been watching the 
plume,” Hayward said from Houston. ‘All I can say 
is it is unlikely to give us any real indication of what 
is going on. Either increases or decreases are not an 
indicator of either success or failure at this time.” 

The stakes are high. Fishermen, hotel and restau- 
rant owners, politicians and residents along the coast 
are fed up with BP’s so far ineffective attempts to 
stop the oil leak that sprang after an offshore drill- 
ing rig exploded April 20. Eleven workers were killed,

and by the most conservative estimate, 7 million gal- 
lons of crude have spilled into the Gulf, fouling Loui- 
siana’s marshes and coating birds and other wildlife. 

“We’re doing everything we can to bring it to clo- 
sure, and actually we’re executing this top kill job as 
efficiently and effectively as we can,” BP Chief Op- 
erating Officer Doug Suttles said Wednesday night. 


The top kill has worked above ground but has 
never before been tried 5,000 feet beneath the 
sea. Company officials peg its chance of success at 
60 percent to 70 percent. 

President Obama said “there’s no guarantees” it 
will work. The president planned a trip to Louisiana 
for Friday 

“We’re going to bring every resource necessary to 
put a stop to this thing,” he said. 

“The absence of any news is good news,” said 
Coast Guard Adm. Thad Allen, who is overseeing the 
operation. He added: “It’s a wait-and-see game here 
right now, so far nothing unfavorable.” 

Alive video stream Wednesday showed pictures of 
the blowout preventer, as well as the oil gushing out. 
At other times, the feed showed mud spewing out, 
but BP said this was not cause for alarm. 

Meanwhile, witness statements obtained by The 
Associated Press show senior managers complained 
BP was “taking shortcuts” the day of the explosion 
by replacing heavy drilling fluid with saltwater in the 
well that blew out.

City approves 14 new liquor licenses, but 
officials say summer won’t be a booze cruise

Tour shot at having a shot by the lakefront is getting closer. In case you missed it, 
the City Council this month approved 14 new liquor licenses fsor the Chicago Park 
District to distribute, more than doubling the number of places allowed to sell 
alcohol along Lake Michigan. 




As early as this summer, vendors could 
begin serving alcoholic beverages at popular 
sites such as Diversey Grill in Lincoln Park, 
DuSable Harbor near the 400 block of Lake 
Shore Drive, and the golf course at the South 
Shore Cultural Center. 

While the park district hopes to move 
quickly to get restaurants up and running 
at the new locations, officials have said it’s 
possible only one new spot— South Shore 
Golf Course— will be serving alcohol by 
early summer, because there’s already a fa- 
cility at that location, the Tribune reports. 

Under the terms of the new ordinance, 
lakefront patrons would be able to enjoy 
beer, wine and mixed drinks at some ex- 
isting and newly created facilities at select 
park district locations until 10 p.m. At 
Millennium Park and Northerly Island 
locations, beer and liquor sales would 
be allowed until midnight. Previously, 
the park district permitted liquor 
sales until 11 p.m. outside Millen- 
nium Park. 

The new liquor licenses 
would complement park 
district “special use” lo- 
cations that currently 
permit the serving of 
alcoholic beverages 


during special events, including Oak Street 
Beach, Garfield Park, the Jackson Park Golf 
Course clubhouse and the Daley Bicentennial 
Plaza in Grant Park, park district spokeswom- 
an Jessica Maxey-Faulkner said. 

But don’t expect the beach fronts to become 
booze fronts. 

Park district officials said any vendor seek- 
ing a license must also offer food to avoid cre- 
ating “a tavern, packaged goods or any sort 
of beer garden environment anywhere on its 
property” according to a Tribune-obtained 
statement from Timothy King, the park dis- 
trict’s director of intergovernmental affairs. 

Potential vendors would be reviewed by the 
park district after a call-for-proposal process, 
according to Maxey-Faulkner. Other locations 
for the licenses include the 87th Street Harbor 
and the North Rose Garden at Buckingham 
Fountain in Grant Park. 

The park district already has a dozen lake- 
front liquor licenses, including sites at Oak 
Street Beach, Lincoln Park Zoo and the south 
end of Grant Park, the Tribune reports. 

The revenue brought in by leasing park dis- 
trict lakefront property would add to the city’s 
coffers and the new liquor licenses better posi- 
tion the park district to compete with business- 
es on private property Maxey-Faulkner said. 

“In the case of golf courses, for example, you 
will find that a glass of wine or beer is available 
at most golf courses and that will put us on par 
with our competitors,” Maxey-Faulkner said. 
“In the case of golf courses, certainly, and in 
case of an upscale restaurant, you will find the 
ability to get beer or wine with your meal.”

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It's a long 
way to a 
liquor license 

Getting a liquor license in 
Chicago is no simple task. 
I’m reminded of that every 
day as a reporter who covers 
the opening of new bars 
and clubs. 

A liquor license, distribut- 
ed through the city’s depart- 
ment of business affairs and 
consumer protection, allows 
an establishment to serve beer, wine and spirits to 
the public. Snagging one requires more than just fill- 
ing out an application and paying a fee ($4,440 for a 
two-year term, in the case of most licenses). 

There’s the submission of supporting paperwork 
for the business, from floor plans to proof of insur- 
ance to bank statements. And then fingerprinting 
and criminal background checks for anyone with 
5 percent or more ownership in the business to en- 
sure permit-holders are law-abiding. Liquor license 
applicants also need to give notice to all voters 
within 250 feet of the business, allowing 45 days for 
neighbors to voice their support or protest. 

Where a business is located also may affect 
whether the owner can secure a license, according to 
Liquor Control Commissioner Gregory Steadman. 
Certain voting precincts (such as the 27th precinct 
of the 44th Ward in Lincoln Park or the 42nd 
precinct of the 32nd Ward in Roscoe Village) have 
been voted dry through a local option referendum. 
Aldermen can issue moratoriums on certain blocks 
within their wards to keep new liquor stores or bars 
from opening. And businesses can’t sell liquor within 
100 feet of a school, church, library or hospital. 
BYOB restaurants, on the other hand, don’t need 
an additional license to permit customers to tote in 
their own booze. 

Late-hour liquor licenses that allow establish- 
ments to serve till 4 a.m. or 5 a.m. are especially rare 
because they require owners to clear an extra hurdle: 
Fifty-one percent of voters living within 500 feet of 
the place must sign a petition in favor of booze being 
served till the early hours of the morning in their 
neighborhood. 

Once a liquor license application is accepted by 
the department, the city has 60 days to approve or 
deny Steadman says. When a new bar or restaurant 
hasn’t opened because owners are still “waiting for 
their license,” the delay could be caused by any num- 
ber of things: backlash from neighbors, inspection 
failures or even an unpaid parking ticket— any trace 
of city debt prevents a license from being issued. 

If the commission denies a business a license and 
the owners decide to appeal, the court process can 
stretch for months or even years. 

Long story short: Getting that golden ticket is no

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80 -year-old 
shoots, kills 
intruder

As an 8o-year-old Army veteran, his wife 
and great-grandson slept in their Hum- 
boldt Park home just before dawn Wednes- 
day, an intruder shot out a window, police 
and family said. But the homeowner, who 
had a handgun of his own, fired a single 
shot, killing the intruder, a police source 
said. 

“He missed; my daddy didn’t,” said the 
8o -year-old’s son, Butch Gant, who lives 
upstairs in the two-flat in the 6oo block of 
North Sawyer Avenue. 

The victim’s family said that if the man 
hadn’t been armed, the frightening en- 
counter could have ended in their deaths. 

“He saved our lives,” said the man’s wife, 
83, who had been asleep with her husband, 
whom police won’t name, when the noise 
of shattered glass awakened the family. 

Police let the Korean War veteran go 
without filing immediate charges because 
he appeared to act in self-defense, accord- 
ing to police sources. 

The intruder was later identified by his 
family as Anthony Nelson, 29, who had 
been on parole since December follow- 
ing a three-year prison sentence for a drug 
conviction, according to county and state 
records.

Bottleneck city 


3 of most congested trucking corridors are in Chicago, report says

Chicago has the worst truck-traffic con- 
gestion in the United States, according to 
a new study issued Wednesday. 

The Federal Highway Administration 
released a roster of 100 locations for the 
most severe trucking bottlenecks, and 
three of the 10 most congested corridors 
are in Chicago, including the top two. 

No* J on the list is the junction be- 
tween the Eisenhower Expressway {In- 
terstate 290) and the Kennedy and Dan 
Ryan Expressways (Interstate 90/94) in 
downtown known as the Circle Inter- 
change. 

The average speed in this highway cor- 
ridor is only 30 mph, and it dips to an 
average of 23 mph during rush periods, 


according to the study, which the Federal 
I Iighway Administration conducted with 
the American Transportation Research 
Institute, a trucking industry group. The 
findings are based on 2009 data. 

In the No. 2 spot nationally is the Ken- 
nedy Expressway junction with the Edens 
Expressway {Interstate 94) on the North 
Side, where the average speed during rush 
periods is also 23 mph, increasing to an 
average of 39 mph during off-peak hours, 
despite a 55 mph speed limit. 

T he Dan Ryan Expressway where it 
meets up with the Bishop Ford Freeway 
ranked No. 9 in the study Traffic speeds av- 
eraged 47 mph overall, 38 mph during peak 
travel periods and 50 mph during non-rush 
hours, the study found. 


The results certainly are no surprise to 
drivers in the Chicago area. But the re- 
search is intended to educate trucking 
companies so they can better plan their 
delivery routes and schedules to avoid the 
worst of the traffic crunch or at least miti- 
gate the problem, officials said. 

“Planning is key,” said Nancy Singer, 
a spokeswoman at the Federal Highway 
Administration. “One of the frustrations 
of congestion is the not knowing— and it 
costs money to shippers.” 

But a Midwest trucking executive said 
the money spent on the study would have 
been better used to identify arterial roads 
where trucks get mired in traffic and add 
to gridlock.

Wednesday acted to strengthen 
their oversight over the agency, 
moving to hire an inspector gen- 
eral and an outside auditor, both 
posts intended to act as watchdogs 
over the agency. The board also 
began the search for a new execu- 
tive director to replace Phil Pagano, 
who committed suicide May 7 after 
disclosure of financial irregularities 
on his part. 

Toyota sign vote June 9 

The Cubs have agreed to a four- 
year moratorium on additional 
advertising signs that would rise 
above the Wrigley Field bleach- 
ers to gain city approval of its 
proposed Toyota outfield sign. The 
City Council’s Buildings Committee 
on Tuesday unanimously approved 
the Cubs’ permit for the Toyota 
sign, which now moves to the City 
Council for a vote June 9. 

Amtrak adding security 

Some passengers boarding Amtrak 
trains at Union Station in Chicago 
will face random screening of their 
carry-on bags starting Thursday, 
officials said. The new security 
measure, which will involve Amtrak 
police swabbing carry-on items 
to detect explosives, is not in re- 
sponse to any new threat, Amtrak 
spokesman Marc Magliari said. It 
represents an expansion of precau- 
tions that have been implemented 
on other Amtrak corridors.

Hyatt workers

Henry Tamarin, president of Unite Here 
Local i, stood on the steps of the Stetson’s 
Chop House on Wednesday morning and 
told Hyatt Regency workers they would 
return to work for now, but to hold on to 
their picket signs just in case. 

“We are in the midst of a struggle that 
we are not going to solve in a few hours 
this morning,” Tamarin said through a 
megaphone. 

More than 300 workers at the Hyatt 
Regency in downtown Chicago walked 
off the job earlier Wednesday in a spon- 
taneous work stoppage, saying the hotel’s 
management barred union representatives 
from entering the building for more than 


a week. Tamarin said hotel management 
has refused to deal with the union, and an- 
other union representative said the union’s 
demands have not been met. More dem- 
onstrations are planned for the future and 
negotiations are continuing. 

Guests received a letter under their 
doors Wednesday informing them that the 
walk-out would affect some hotel ameni- 
ties, including full-service housekeeping. 
In a letter to hotel guests, Hyatt Regency 
management wrote, “We are disappointed 
that the union, rather than continuing to 
negotiate during the worst economic cri- 
sis in a generation, has engaged in a work 
stoppage at our hotel.” 


Standoff ends in shooting 


A man who barricaded himself in the 
second-floor apartment of an Englewood 
two-flat was shot by police Wednesday af- 
ter a standoff of about five hours that start- 
ed with U.S. Marshals and Chicago police 
investigating escalating threats against the 
man’s former employer, police said. 

The police Crisis Intervention Team 
and U.S. Marshals went to a home in the 
6400 block of South Bishop Street about 
9:30 a.m. to investigate “an escalating se- 
ries of threats” related to the man’s former 
employer, according to a police statement. 
It was not believed anyone was in the 
apartment with him, police said. 

When police arrived, the man threat- 
ened police with a large knife, then barri- 


caded himself in his bedroom, according 
to the statement. A Chicago SWAT team 
was called in, and after negotiations failed 
to bring the man out, police first used pep- 
per spray and then aTaser on the man, who 
still was armed with the knife, police said. 

The man then lunged at police with the 
knife and was shot, according to the state- 
ment. Officers fired shots and injured the 
man about 2:45 p.m., according to police 
News Affairs. He was taken to Stroger 
Hospital, according to police. 

Police initially had said the man ap- 
peared to be mentally unstable.

Citywide, there were also gunshot deaths 
in Auburn Gresham, Englewood, Grand 
Boulevard, Humboldt Park and Washington 
Park in the last week. Fatal stabbings oc- 
curred Sunday in Austin and Monday in West 
Garfield Park. In Rogers Park, a 41-year-old 
man was found beaten to death last week.

Interracial marriage 
growth loses steam 


WASHINGTON Melting pot or racial divide? The 
growth of interracial marriages is slowing among 
U.S.-born Hispanics and Asians. Still, blacks are sub- 
stantially more likely than before to marry whites. 

The number of interracial marriages in the U.S. 
has risen 20 percent since 2000 to about 4.5 million, 
according to the latest census figures. While still 
growing, that number is a marked drop-off from the 
65 percent increase between 1990 and 2000. 

About 8 percent of U.S. marriages are mixed race, 
up from 7 percent in 2000. 

The latest trend belies notions of the U.S. as a post- 
racial, assimilated society Demographers cite a steady 
flow of recent immigration that has given Hispanics 
and Asians more ethnically-similar partners to choose 
while creating some social distance from whites due 
to cultural differences and foreign language. 

White wariness toward a rapidly growing U.S. mi- 
nority population also may be contributing to racial 
divisions, experts said. 


BY THE NUMBERS 

Census numbers showed Hawaii had the country’s 
highest share of mixed marriages, at about 
32 percent. It was followed by Alaska, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico and Nevada, which ranged from 
15 percent to 19 percent. The bottom five states 
were Pennsylvania, Maine, Kentucky, Mississippi and 
West Virginia, each between 3 percent to 4 percent. 



“Racial boundaries are not going to disappear 
anytime soon,” said Daniel Lichter, a professor of 
sociology and public policy at Cornell University. 
He noted the increase in anti-immigrant sentiment 
in the U.S. after the Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks as 
well as current tensions in Arizona due to its new 
immigration law. 

“With a white backlash toward immigrant groups, 
some immigrants are more likely to turn inward to 
each other for support,” Lichter said.

Patrick Sharp relishes Blackhawks renaissance 


On Dec. 7, 2005, history documents more than 
15,000 people bought tickets for a Blackhawks 
game. Attendance history may be as inflated as 
a parade balloon. This also was Patrick Sharp’s 
first night with the club, and as he fruitlessly 
scanned thousands of seats in search of a face, he 
fairly wondered exactly what he had gotten into. 

Two days earlier, the first-place Flyers traded 
him to a Hawks team that would win 26 games 
all season. Sharp figured maybe 9,000 people 
actually witnessed his debut. So began a time 
when people would ask him what he did for a 
living, and he would say he played hockey in 
Chicago. 

Often this was followed by: “For who?” 

“Times definitely have changed,” Sharp said 
Wednesday. “A little bit different than it is now, 
for sure.” 

Few Hawks will feel an acute satisfaction 
from this Stanley Cup finals run like Sharp. He 


was dispatched in that winter of discontent to 
a hollowed-out carcass of a franchise and didn’t 
dare delude himself with hope of an expedi- 
tious turnaround. 

Then precisely that occurred. He is the 
third-leading scorer and alternate captain for 
an explosively popular team, exchanging ano- 
nymity for congratulatory handshakes from 
neighbors, facing the team that traded him for 
a trophy he wondered if he ever would get a 
chance to hoist. 

“I never would have expected it to turn 
around so quickly,” Sharp said. “It means a lot 
to everybody, but especially [Duncan Keith, 
Brent Seabrook] and myself who have been 
here through some pretty tough years. 

“A lot of hard work from a lot of people and 
a huge turnaround. I challenge anyone to find a 
better place to play in the league right now than 
Chicago.”

Kabob?

As anyone who’s ever had to watch 
their food budget knows, Middle 
Eastern fare is usually a good bet. 

It’s unfailingly cheap, and it’s never 
too hard to find in Chicago. Lately, 
it seems new falafel joints have been 
opening weekly 

With such a glut of hummus- and 
pita-slingers around town, we almost 
passed up newcomer Ameer Kabob, 
which opened in Noble Square in 
February with a garish sign and 
stripped-down dining room that 
didn’t seem very welcoming. But 
that’s the other thing about falafel 
and shawarma joints: The best ones 
often come with the least frills. 

Once you’re inside the little store- 
front, which is set up for efficient 
carryout and delivery service with a 


large rear counter that’s open to the 
kitchen behind, the aromas from the 
grill hit you and you know you’re on 
to something good. 

Kabobs really are the specialty 
here, particularly the juicy kafta 
kabob, ground beef seasoned with 
onions, parsley, cumin, paprika, 
black pepper and other spices. It’s 
available, like all of the meats, in a 
Lebanese wrap ($4.99) or as an en- 
tree ($7.99), served two-to-an-order 
with a few grilled veggies, pita and 
a generous portion of rice. For just 
a buck more, you can get a combo 
feast, which includes a shish kabob, 
a chicken kabob and a kafta kabob 
with all of the trimmings. If you can 
make it there between 11 a.m. and 
2 p.m. on a weekday, the deal gets 
even better— it’s just $6.99. 



Vegetarians can feast on falafel 
sandwiches ($3.99), falafel plates 
($7.99, served with baba ghanoush) 
or veg plates ($7.99) stacked with 
hummus, tabouleh, falafel, dolma 
and baba ghanoush. Those last two 
are worth ordering for the baba 
ghanoush alone. It’s heavier on tahini 


than some versions, which smooths 
out the texture without overpower- 
ing the smoky eggplant. A small side 
($2.25), served with soft pita from Ir- 
ving Park’s Sanabel Bakery feeds two 
or more comfortably as an appetizer.

I know, I know. Who cares 
about Stone Temple 
Pilots, right? “So ’90s.” 

Uh, let’s not be so condescend- 
ing to the past. While many acts 
fail to maintain relevance over a couple of 
decades, STP makes a confident, rockin’ 
return with this self-titled disc, the band’s 
first album of new material since 2001’s “Shangri-La Dee Da.” Don’t think about singer Scott 
Weiland’s time in Velvet Revolver or his well-documented substance abuse issues. When hear- 
ing the tight, poppy grooves of “Between the Lines” and “Cinnamon,” you may realize you 
missed these guys more than you thought. And guitarist Dean DeLeo’s furious, muscular at- 
tack on “Hazy Daze”? Hell yes. Rock rarely snarls like this anymore, and STP can still combine 
old-fashioned, balls-out attitude with actual songs that deserve to kick around in your head 
and make you wish you were alone to break out the air guitar without feeling self-conscious. 
The band occasionally misfires, like the forgettable “Peacoat” and the silly empowerment 
song “Dare if You Dare.” Mostly “Stone Temple Pilots” feels focused and limber, with an inter- 
est in transparency as Weiland sings, “You’re telling my story, but you don’t know my name,” in 
“Hickory Dichotomy.” This is a solid pop-rock record packed with chemistry and swagger that 
gets in and out of 12 songs in just over 40 minutes. Welcome back, guys, -matt pais

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Santos blazes solo trail

Matthew Santos is ready to step into his own 
spotlight. 

The Minneapolis native 
moved to Chicago in 2001 to 
study music at Columbia Col- 
lege, but he received a crash 
course in the music industry 
after singing the hook on lo- 
cal rapper Lupe Fiasco’s hit 
“Superstar.” Santos was swept 
into a worldwide tour and TV 
appearances. 

He now is working to establish himself 
apart from his work with Fiasco, with his 
new album, “This Burning Ship of Fools,” 
and his label, Love Sick Fool Records. Santos 
spoke with RedEye last fall about Fiasco and 
his current projects. 

What was it like going from presumably 
small success to massive festivals touring 
with Lupe? 

It was at first a bit jarring. I had to set 


myself aside and say, ‘All right, well how 
do I accentuate the show and make it 
that much better?” So I had to step into 
a sort of, facade of the 
“Superstar” part. I had the 
Mohawk going, wearing 
the big glasses. 

What can you take from 
that to performing now? 

I guess I’ve stepped into a 
sense of being onstage and 
using that great energy of 
thousands of viewers to really escalate the 
performance. I feel more comfortable. I’m 
not nervous anymore. 

Do you have any aspirations in taking your 
new label beyond yourself, or would it only 
be a vehicle to manage your own work? 

Best-case scenario, the album will sell 
100,000 copies or we’ll sell 100,000 songs, 
and we’ll have enough money to only sup- 
port ourselves, but eventually we can sign 
other artists. And that’s ultimately what I 


aspire to do, is find other artists who have 
similar visions or passions and through my 
success — or my hopeful success — take them 
on tour with me. Then they have a built-in 
audience that they can release their stuff to 
as well. 

When you get a big boost from someone, is 
that difficult to get out from under? 

I don’t know if people see it that way or 
not. People tend to just recognize the talent 
for what it is and honor that. So I rarely 
hear, “Oh, he’s just the hook guy from Lupe 
Fiasco.” 

And, it’s also maybe introduced you to new 
fans? 

Right, exactly So there’s the residual traffic 
I’ve gotten through Lupe Fiasco’s fan base, 
and alongside of that, there’s this acoustic 
fan base who just loves the stripped-down, 
raw, acoustic music. ... That’s what so beauti- 
ful about this whole situation. Beautiful 
music has the power to reach anyone who 
has the ears to hear it.
